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Bealure given up the trade, as we had 
Bhen no other formidable rival, the ma- 
Bacing cire€tors of our Turky company 
gan then to form the {cheme of getting 
B monopoly of the trade into their own 
ands; and for this purpofe they got the 
bompany to make the by-law for reilrain- 
Bee their members from fending out or 
Bringing home any goods except in the 
pmpany’s fhips; which of courfe gave 
ben 2 monopoly of the trade, and ena- 
ed them to fell both their exports and 
Pports at an extravagant profit. 
What was the confequence, my Lords ? 
Bhe French, who knew the high prices 
Mer merchants exacted upon the goods 
Bey fold both in ‘Turky and in Europe, 
moniitered that they might reap a great 
to themifelves, and procure a 
mpoit confiderable benefit to their country, 
By uncertaking this trade, and underiel- 
Our merchants. ‘This firft encouraged 
m to make the experiment; and, as 
mpon as they got rid of the war in Queen 
Bnne’s time, they fet about the ‘lurky 
ade with great induitry and application ; 
Mp that, ina very few years, notwithftand- 
app Our natural advantages, as well as the 
antage of being eftablifhed inthe trade, 
mey became formidable rivals to us in 
met trade: and this chiefly enabled them 
mp become our rivals likewife in woollen 
Banufactures. If there had been no mo- 
mepoly in our Turky trade, the French 
a. uld never have thought of, much Ie{s 
mecceeced in becoming our rivals; and if 
Bec ianaging directors of ourcompany had 
geen touched with any compaflion for their 
seuntry, they would have refolved to give 
Bp their monopoly, or at leaft to fell at as 
alla profit as poffible, as foon as they 
bund the French beginning to interfere 
th us in the trade: but, from the con- 
peuance of this by-law, and from the fuc- 
is of the French, it is plain they did nei- 
r. And therefore I] was furprifed to 
r the Noble Duke talk of our not fup- 
bing that any fetof merchants will know- 
B'y and wilfully ruin the trade they have 
en brought up to; for the fuppofition 
hot only founded upon a certain fact, 
ft upon common reafon. A manofan 
ritious temper has no repard for his 
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his head about what may become of the 
trade he has been brought up to, after he 
is dead, or has made his fortune by it: 
which was perhaps the cafe of thofe who 
were the managing direCtors of our com- 
pany when the French began to interfere 
with us. ‘They confidered, that, by fel- 
ling at their wonted high prices, they 
might make their fortunes, or be dead, 
before the French could entirely beat us 
out of the trade; and they pave themleives 
no troubie about what might become of 
the trade afterwards. ‘I’his, | fay, was 
perhaps their felfith way of thinking; bat, 
whether it was or no, itis fo far from be- 
ing impofiible to fuppoic it was, that I 
wifh it may not be the way ot thinking 
amongit fome of the company now. 
Thus, my Lords, from the hittory of 
our ‘Turky trade it appears, that, before 
this by-law was made, we were fo fuccefs- 
ful as to beat the Dutch our of the trade; 
but that, fince this by-law was made, we 
have been fo unfuccefsful as to be almoit 
beat out of the trade by the French: there- 
fore I think it is evident, that by this by- 
law, and the monopoly which has been 
the confequence of it, the trade has been 
undone. ‘The difcovery of the difeafe, 
we are told, is half the cure. We have, 
I think, plainly difcovered the dijeate that 
has brought our'Turky trade almott to its 
laft gafp; it is this monopoly which the 
managing directors of the Turky compa- 
ny have enjoyed ; that is the difeafe un- 
der which that trade labours at prefent: 
and can we truft to thofe very directors 
the cure of that difeafe? ‘They may, 'tis 
true, my Lords, repeal the by-law they 
have made ; butcught we to trutt to thar, 
now when the trade ts fo near expiring > 
And fuppofe they fhould repeal that by- 
law, may they not fall upon other ways 
for preferving the monopoly they have 
acquired ? Surely they may, if we do noc 
put it out of their power by act of parlia- 
ment. We now fee what they have done, 
we may from thence judge what they will 
do, if we give them leave. ‘They have 
not, indeed, pilfered and pillaged the com- 
pany, as the directors of tome other com- 
panies have done ; but can it be faid, thac 
all their proceedings have been honett 
and fair, whgn We Comides the natural 
tendency 
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tendency of this by-law, the ufe that has 
been made of it, and the frivolous pre- 
tences that even before your Lordihips 
have been infilied on, for fhewing the ne- 
cefhicy of their making fuch a by law? 
Bat, my Lords, though the monopoly 
which the managing Cirectors of the Tur- 
ky company have acquired, by means of 
this by law, be evident from the confe- 
quences, and from the prefent {late of the 
company as well as the trade; yet the 
Nobie Lord who {poke againtt the bill, 
undertook to prove that there never was 
any iuch monopoly. ‘This monopoly, his 
Lordfhip nghtly faid, could not be efta- 
blithed without a combination of fome 
or of all chofe that then were of the com- 
pany. If of fome, faid his Lordthip, it 
mutt have been difcovered by the other 
members, and complained of to parlia- 
ment. My Lords, we all know the trou- 
ble, expence and danger of Carrying any 
complaint againit a company before ei- 
ther houfe ct parliament. A fingle man, 
or a few men, will never venture upon 
fuch a thing; and it is very difficult to 
get a great number to concur in the com- 
plaint, much more to get them to contri- 
bute to the expence; therefore, if there 
never had been any fuch compiaing, it 
would be no proof that there never was 
any fuch combination. But I meft put 
his Lordfhip in mind, that, in the year 
1718, a complaint againit the direétors 
Was actually brought into parliament, by 
no leis than feven of the members of the 
company; and that complaint met with 
fo bad iuccefs, that I do not wonder at 
there never having been any fince; efpe- 
ciiliy as the company appeared to be fo 
much in favour with the legiflature, as to 
cbtain, in a year or two after, an aét of 
parliament for reitraining the importation 
ef raw filk or mohair yarn from Italy, 
which feemed to bea legiilative approba- 
ticn of the monopoly the direfors had 
acquired. My turprife therefore is, not 
that we have had no complaint fince that 
time, but that we have one now: and 
this Lam convinced will be the lait; be- 
caufe, if it thould prove fruitlefs, the

any occafion for in France, where both 
trials and puniihments are arbitrary. The 
Care OF execution of every reguiauicn muit 
be trufted to fome one or more pertons 5 
and he or they wil I! be very apt to m: ike 
a jobb of the cull repoted in them for 
their own without the 
leatt regard for the ben eht of the trade 
for which the itn lation was made. In 
France it ts very eaty to dcilcover and pu- 
nifh fuch pr: tices, becaule dilcoveries 

may be compelled by torture, and a cri- 
minal may be punifhed without being 
convicted ; but in ngland itis very ealy 
to carry on fugh without a 
man’s expoefing bimilell to th e potiibiity 
of aconvittion. Forex imp at thould 
be enadied, that no man thuuld gO to 
Ue in Luricy as a Brith merchant or 
étor, without a licence trom the governe 
ment, or from our Lusky company: it 
from the government, fome ctlicer mult 
be appointed to grant thole licences; and 
he would probably in a fi 
a bb of tt, by gras tit licences to eve- 
ry one that would pry him fuch a tee: 
if from the company, the managing 1 
se€iois of the company would probably 
grant no licences but to their own trends 
or selations, or to {uch ai were willing to 
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their friends or relations. Such things 
cannot be done in France, becaufe of the 
arbitraiinefs of their government; but 
duch things may be, and are daily done 
in L:ngland, becaufe every criminal mutt 
here be legally tried and convicted. 

My Lords, we may be convinced of the 

facility there is in this country to turn 
every publick trult to a private jobb, by 
coniicering the conduct of this very com- 
peny now under our confideration. ‘They 
were erected for the fake of promoting 
and carrying on our trade to Turky ; and 
they were impowered by their charter 
to make whatever by-laws they thought 
proper for that purpofe, with but one ve- 
ry neceflary, and, I mutt fay, very wife 
provifo, Phat fuch by-laws did not tend 
to the hinderance of the trade or traffick 
ofany member. ‘This truit they execu- 
ted very faidhfally, till they had eftablith- 
ed the trade, and brought it toa flourifh- 
ing condition ; that is to fay, till it became 
worth their while to a&t otherwife. But, 
foon atter this happened to be the cafe, 
they altered their concuét. Some rich 
{elnth men cmongtt them having got into 
their hands a fort of abfolute management 
of the company, they formed the icheme 
©1 monopolizing the whole trade to them- 
fe'ves and friends 5 in order, as they them- 
feives expreis it, to raife the price both 
ci their exports and imports.

Emprets of Russia granted for 
affiting the Elector of Saxony, 
had all pafled the Duna, and were arrived

ber. Dire€tions were likewife fent to 
tie Baltick for engaging 5 or 6000 failors 
‘0 man the fleet then equipping, that it 
might be ready to put to fea next {pring, 
od Convoy troops where it fhould be 
tiought neceflary to fend them. As the 
°<vices which her Imperial Majefty recei- 
A ved about that time from Berlin, Vienna, 
Drefden, gave no hopes of accom- 
modating the troubles of Germany, or- 
B® crs were fent to thofe troops to continue 
march with all poffible diligence to- 
TM Wards Saxony, and to enter the territo- 
ries of the King of Pruffia, in cafe the 
lruflian forces fhould attempt any thing 
‘gaint that eleftorate. But their march 
4s been fince fufpended, upon advice 
tata peace has been concluded between 

the contending powers. 
Tho’ the King of Swepen as Land- 
WM prave of Heffe has confented to enter a 
new body of 6000 Heffian troops into the 
Ppiy of G. Britain, yet the Britith intereft 
®t the Swedifh court has not been able to 
hinder about 300 officers of that king- 
from going into the fervice of France. 
The 14th of January 1746 has been ap- 
Pointed a day of publick faiting and prayer 
to be obferved all over Den mARK, On ac- 
cunt of the mortality which rages and 
preads among the-cattle thro’ shat king- 
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dom. It is reckoned to have carried off 
no lefs than 60,000 before the middle of 
December. It advances likewife in Jut- 
land ; and the apprehenfions of it engages 
molt people to kill their cattle while they 
are found.—Anordinance came lately out 
at Copenhagen, recalling another publith- 
ed in 1740, by which the exportation of 
grain from Norway had been prohibited. 
About the middle of December the 
kingdom of Bonemia was fettling the 
manner of levying 12 or 13,000 recruits 
which the houfe of Auftria defigns to raife 
there for next year. 
The Auftrians under Prince CHARLES 
of Lorrain are faid to have fuffered, tho’ 
not confiderably, in their retreat from Si- 
lefia, and to have loft pare of their bag- 
gage. It had been defigned, that the corps 
under Gen. Keil fhould, in Lower Silefia, 
join another under M. Hohenembs from 
Bohemia, that they might act together. 
This project failed thro’ a miftake faid to 
have happened in tranfcribing the orders 
fent for that purpofe to M. Nohenembs : 
for, inftead of marching to Langenberg, 
as it was intended he fhould, he went, ac- 
cording to the miftake in his inftructions, 
to Landfrut ; where he met a fuperior bo- 
dy of Pruilians, which drove him out of 
Silefia again quite to Jaromitz, tho’ with 
no great lofs. After this he had orders 
to crofs the kingdom of Boheinia, and 
join Prince Charles. 
Mean while his Prusstan 
and the Prince of Anhalt both advanced 
towards Drefden, that they might have 
an opportunity of joining their forces near 
thatcity. ‘he inhabitants of Saxony were 
obliged to advance, in ready money, at 
the rate of 60,000 dollars each day, for 
the maintenance of the Prufiian army. 
Befides this, contributions were demand- 
ed to the amount of feveral millions. Ac- 
cording to a letter from Leipfick, that 
town was to pay four millions and a half. 
Count Bruhl’s eftate, called Forft, was 
taxed to 200,c00 dollars, and every Gen- 
tleman’s eftate to 20,000. All the furni- 
ture, effects, and every thing found in 
C. Bruhl’s houfe, valued at 100,000 dol- 
Jars, was carried off, or broken and en- 
tirely deflroyed ; and itis faid that C.Sec- 
kendorft’s eflate met with the fame fate.

‘The army under the Prince of Anhalt took 
and pluodered Eulenberg ; the reafon of 
which was faid to be, becaufe the inhabi- 
tants retained the ferry upon the Elbe 
there. ‘lorgau had like to have received 
the {ame treatment, becaufe it did not 
immediately {urrender when fummoned ; 
but, the barns without the town being re- 
duced to afhes, the inhabitants opened 
their gates, to fave themfeives from utter 
ruin. 

After this, a detachment of the Prince’s 
army attacked Meiffen, and fired fome 
cannon at the place. ‘The garrifon, tho’ 
very {mall, having anfwered in the fame 
tone, and killed feveral Pruffians, they 
withdrew, threatening to return at ano- 
ther ime. Upon which it was refolved 
to fend away thofe who wrought at the 
China manufacture there, and to deftroy 
all the moulds, the ovens, and every thing 
belonging to it, the better to conceal the 
fecret, when the Pruflians might become 
matters of the town. 

On the 14th of December the Ublans 
in the Saxon army furprifed two Pruffian 
regiments of dragoons, whom they almoit 
entirely cut to pieces, both the general of- 
ficers who commanded them being killed, 
and feveral colours taken. 

Next day, the Prince of Anhalt, rein- 
forced by a body of 15,000 men under 
Gen. Lehwald, attacked the combined ar- 
my of Auitrians under Gen. Grune, with 
the van of Pr. Charles’s army under Pr. 
Lobkowitz, and of Saxons commanded by 
Count Rutowski, then incamping at Wilf- 
dorff, within a German mile’s diitance 
from Drefcen. At twoo’ clock in the af- 
ternoon the action began, and lafted till it 
was dark. The Auitrians and Saxons were 
defeated, and obliged to retire under the 
cannon of Drefden, or into the town itfelf. 
All accounts agree that the combined ar- 
my left about 2000 dead on the {pot ; and 
that they had as many, or more, wound- 
ed. The firft advice of this aétion fent by 
his Pruffian Majeity to Berlin, makes the 
number of prifoncrs 2000. Later accounts 
both from Berlin and Drefden, compute 
them at 4000; and one letter {wells them 
to roco. The lofs on the fide of the 
Prudlians was far from being inconfidera- 
ble. Advices from Berlin allow that the

M. Villiers, the Britifh minifter at Dref- 
den, imiediately offered the renewed me- 
ciation of his court for bringing about an 
accommedation. Several conterences were 
held between the King of Pruffia with his 
irit minifter Count Podevils, the plenipo- 
‘entiary minifters of Saxony, and Count 
Harrach on the part of the Queen of Hun-. 
gary, at which M. Villiers aflifted as me- 
ciator. By the 23d a ceflation of arms was 
agreed upon by the three powers at war, 
to take place for Silefia the 24th, and for 
Bohemia the 28th; and the contributions 
in Saxony were to ceafe from the day of 
ligning thefe articles. On the 25th two 
treaties of peace were figned ; one between 
the Emprefs, Queen of Hungary, and the 
King of Proffia ; the other between this 
lait Prince, and his Polifh Majefty Eleetor 
of Saxony. A convention concluded at 
Hanover on the 26th of Auguit laft, be- 
iween the Kings of G. Britain and Pral- 
iia, has ferved as a bafis to thefe treaties ; 
of which convention the following is faid 
to be an authentick copy. 

1. The prefent convention fhall be kept fe- 
cret till @ treaty of peace in form is drawn 
uo betaveen the King of Pruffia and the 
Queen of Hungary, which be done with- 
in the _ of fix weeks. 

2. The King of Prufia feall keep Silefia, 


brn the fame manner as it was ceded to him 


by the treaty of Breflau. (Mag. 1742, p. 
His Britannick Maje/y fall guaranty 
Siefia to the King of Pruffia, promifing to 


ule his utmolt endeavours to get it alfo gua- 


prantied by the States-General, who jointly 


Lall alfo get it guarantitd, and caufe it to 
be included in the general peace, by the powers 
at war, and by the empire. 
4. The King of Poland EleAor of Saxony 
all give to the King of Pruffia an act of 
in Silefia. 
Prufian Majefty engages to give 
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his eleGoral vote to the Grand Duke of Tu/- 
cany for the Imperial dignity, immediately af= 
ter the figning of the prefent preliminary ar- 
ticles, and after hoftilities hall have ceased, 
and the peace been figned. 

6. The Queen of Hungary and the King 
of Prufia guaranty all the territories 
of his Pruffian Majefly, and the King of 
Pruffia all thofe which her Hungariaxz Ma- 
pofeffes in Germany. 

7. Endeavours fhall be ufed to make an 
exchange of fome difirids of Silefia that ke 
within Lufatia, againf? the littl town of 
Furflemberg, with its cujlom houfe fituate on 
the Oder, which hall be given to the King 
of Pruffia, fo that neither of the two parties 
may be a lojer by this exchange. 

8. All the-prifaners fhall be forthwith re- 
leafed awithaut ranfom, and exchanged ; the 
fick and the wounded fhall be alfa released 
immediately after their recovery. 

9g. The town of Cojel, wrth all its fortif- 
cations, fhall be delivered up to the King of 
Pruffia immediately after the figning of these 
preliminaries, and likewife all the cannon 
and warlike flores that were there when it 
was taken. 

10. The King of Prufiia and the Queen 
of Hungary mutually engage to flart no aiffi- 
culties, nor obftru& in the leaf the commerce 
of their fubjects. 

1t. The King of G. Britain as Ele@or 
of Brunfwick-Lunenburg, and the King of 
Poland as Ele&or of Saxony, fhall be inclu 
ded in this peace, and all the reciprocal pre-

In the treaty now concluded between 
the courts of Vienna and Berlin, the addi- 
tional articles are, 1. ‘That the King of 
Pruffia fhall acknowledge the Emperor. 
2. The Elector Palatine, who is to be in- 
cluded in this treaty, fhall do the fame. 
3. The Emperor, on his part, {hall con- 
firm to his Pruflian Majetty the privilege 
ce nom evocands, granted him by the late 
Emperor Charles VII. for his territories 
that are not annexed to his eleClorate of 
Hcandenburg. The other treaty, between 
their Polith and Pruffian Majeities, con- 
tains thefe additional articles: 1. That 
his Pruffian Majetty fhall retain and enjoy 
all the contributions impofed to the 22d 
of December inclufive. 2. That his Po- 
lith Majefty thall likewife pay the King of 
Praffia, at Eafter fair at Leipfick, a mil- 
Jion of German crowns, with intereft at 
five per cent. from the day of figning the 
treaty. 3. That the fubjects of his Pruf- 
fian Majetty, interefted in the Saxon funds, 
fhall be exaétly paid. 4. That the King 
ot Poland, as Ele€tor of Saxony, fhall not 
innovate any thing to the prejudice of the 
Proteftant religion in that electorate.

i ee city of Edinburgh is placed in 
3 degrees of longitude Weit from 
Zondon, and in 55. 55. of Northern lati- 
ude; is about a mile long, and, in feve- 
p.| parts, near half as broad. It ftands 
uefly on the ridge of a hill, which, at its 
Howeit part, the palace of Holyroodhoufe, 
‘ 94 feet higher than the level of the fea, 
tnd gradually afcends from thence, in a 
rection betwixt the points W. b. S. and 
V.S. W. to its higheft part, the caftle- 
ull; the perpendicular height of this a- 
cent being 180 feet. All this ridge of a 
‘lis one large fine ftreet, which 1s divi- 
ed near the middle by crofs building, and 
gate (the Netherbow). ‘The upper di. 
iion is properly the cuy, and commonly 
s called the Ligh-toqwmn, and the lower half 
named the Canongaie. 
The lanes (cloffes) going off from the 
igh-ftreet, are narrow and fteep; efpe- 
tally thofe of the North-fide; on which 
Nc the houles are not continued dowa to

the foot of the hill, but on the brow there 
are gardens between the buildings and 
the frefh water lake (the Noreloch). On 
the fide of this loch, neareit the town, the 
butchers have their flaughter-houtes, and 
the tanners and fkinners their pits. Seve- 
ral lanes (the wynds) on the South-fide of 
the treet are larger, and not fo fleep as 
the others above mentioned ; are built on 
both fides, and terminate in a narrow 
{treet (the Cowgate) that runs parallel e- 
very where with the high-ttreet. ‘I’his 
low part of the town was formerly a loch, 
in regard of which the one now remaining 
on the oppoiite fide of the city was called 
Noreloch ; and there are now plenty of 
{prings every where in the Cowgate ; and, 
after violent rains, the water makes its 
way in great quantities thro’ the floors of 
the ground-flories there. From the Cow- 
gate other lanes are continued Southwards 
to the city-wall; which is built on ano- 
ther ridge, almoft parallel to the high- 
ftreet. Where thefe lanes are not, there 
are gardens, burying places, &'c. within 
the wall ; and beyond it, from the gates, 
are fome large fuburbs. 
Between the low ftreet, or Cowgate, 
and this South-wal!, moit of the brewers 
have their work-houles, for the conveni- 
ence of water. 
The Canongate, or lower part of the 
town, the larger fliare of which is proper- 
ly without ehe liberties of the city, has 
narrow lanes going off from each fide of 
the ftreet; bue the houfes not being built 
far down, there is confiderable {pace for 
gardens, that are all planted and !aboured. 
The houfes in Edinburgh are of flone, 
and are allowed by law to be five flories 
high tothe fireet; butare generally high- 
er backward:. ‘They are built very clole 
on each other; and one fair often ferves 
two houfes, each of which contains a fa- 
mily in every ftorey. ‘The height of the 
houfes, narrownels of the lanes, and oum- 
ber of people entering by one flair, may 
therefore in fome mealure apologize for 
neither ftairs nor lanes being fo clean as 
in fome other places, where iuch crowds 
are not confined to fuch a narrow {pot of 
ground. 
No river or rivulet runs thro’ the towg, 
or nearer it than thice fousths of a “ee

but the city is plentifully provided with 
fine {pring water, conveyed about three 
miles thro’ leaden pipes. ‘The markets 
here are plentifully farmihed with flethes, 
fithes, fruits, herbs, and roots. The com- 
mon draught is {mall ale, fold at two- 
pence a pint, which is about four half- 
rounds apothecary meafure; the people 
ot fafhion having plenty of claret, and all 
other forts of wines. All, except the 
poorer labourers, ufe wheat-bread ; thefe 
indeed feed much on ocat-meal: and all 
forts burn pit-coal in their fires. 

‘The number of inhabitants in Edin- 
burgit and Canongate is reckoned to a- 
mount tofome hundreds more than 32,000, 
allowing the number of thofe that die to 
be one thirtieth of the whole, or eftima- 
ting every family to confilt of five perfons. 
"This we judge to be rather too {mall a 
calculation for fach a crowded healthy 
place as this is. 

"his curfory view of the city itfelf is 
fufiicient for our purpofe; and therefore 
we tlall next contider its neighbourhood. 

At the upperend of the high-itreet there 
is a large piece of walte ground (the cattle- 
hill), at the Welt end of which the cattle 
is raifed on a very high rock, and com- 
mands the whole town. ‘The Noreloch 
begins on the North-fide of the foot of 
the caflle-reck, and is continued at the 
foot ct the ridge on which the town ftands, 
for about three fourths of the high-ftreet, 
being at its Wefimott half 300 feet broad, 
and only 250 in its lower half. The 
ground on the North-fide of this loch is 
not fo high as that on which the town 
fiands. ‘he Canongate is overtopped on 
its North-fide by a contiguous craggy hill 
(the Calton-craigs). Beyond the loweit 
extremity of the Canongate, a floping 
plain runs Laitward to the fea; but to the 
South of Holyroodhouie two very high 

hills (Arthur’s-feat and Salzberry-craigs) 
are at avery little diftance. ‘The ground 
to the South of the Canongate is rather 
higher than the houfes there; but the 
ground on the South ef the high-town is 
spuch on a level with it, and has confider- 
able fuburbs builton it; and towards the 
cattle-hill, the high-ftreet is much higher 
than any piace at a mile’s diftance.

Thecaftle, which 
fiands in the N. Weit extremity, is pret- 
ty large, and by the arms, as Mr Cam- 
den infers, feems to have been built by 
K. Richard IIL.; but the commentator on 
him tells us, that it is certain it was built 
by K. William IL. for K. Richard III. in 
fo troublefome and thort a reign, could 
only repair it. The citadel is by the Bo- 
ther gate, very flrong, fortified with feve- 
ral orillons, or roundels, and built by K. 
Henry VIII. 

The Britifh chronicle tells us, that it 
was firit built by a petty King of this coun- 
try, named Lue/, or Lugubal, long before 
the Romans invaded Britain, afd upon 
that account had the name of Caer-Luel 
or Lugubal. When the Roman legions, 
in the reign of the Emperor Claudius, ex- 
tended their conquefts thus far North- 
ward, they altered the name but very lit- 
tle, calling it Luguballum, or Luguvallum. 
‘The Saxons kept to the old name Luel. 
Prolemy calls it Lewcopibia ; Nennius, Caer 
Lualid; the Welch writers, the city of 
Duballus; we, Carlijle; and the Latins, 
Carteolum. Great pains are taken by 
fome to find out the derivation of the 
name Luguballum ; but none is fo probable 
as this, that being fiwate juft by the Piéts 
wall or cadlum, and dugus, or lucus, fi- 
gnifying, in the language of the Celtz and 
Britons, a tower, it implies a tower or 
fort upon the wall or vadlum. And tho’ 
indeed there are little or no remains of 
the wall near this city ftanding, yet at 
Stanwicks, a {mall village juft over the 
bridge, and in the channel of the river 
itfelf, there are plain remains of it. 

‘That this city flourifhed in the time of 
the Romans, appears evidently from ma- 
ny antiquities frequently dug up here, and 
the common mention of it in Roman au- 
thors. 

Upon the departure of the Romans, it 
was ruined by the Scots and Piéts, who 
{poiled and ravaged it; and it lay buried

A letter to his Majefty’s Principal Seereta- 
ries of State, by the miniflers of the Jeve- 
val Roman Catholick princes and /lates 
fiding at London. 

Ny Lord, 

\ 7 the anderwritten have feen with 
\ equal grief and furprife, that the 
Jaw of nations has been violated by the 
elaufe of the proclamation publifhed the 
oth of December latt, [p.582.] againtt 
the Roman Catholick ecclefiafticks pur- 
porting, that the foreigners only, in the 
tervice of foreign minillers, were except- 
ed, and declared exempt from the penal. 
ties pronounced by the faid proclamation. 

‘Lhe immunities and prerogatives reci- 
procally due to the miniiters of all courts, 
do not refpect their own perfons only, but 
extend to thofe of all their dometticks al- 
fo; without’ difference as to number, or 
employment; and ftill lefs as to their 
Countries. 

‘The proclamation eftablifhes a diftin- 
tion of perfons, by reitraining the privi- 
leges to thofe who are foreigners ; .where- 
by this proclamation equally violates our 
eilential immunities, and our moft valua- 
ble prerogatives. ‘To which muft be ad- 
ded, that as there is a fearcity of foreign 
Prieits in London; and as we did not pro- 
vide ourfelves with any, by reafon of the 
callom eftabliihed from time immemorial, 
of making ufe of thofe of this country ; 
the diftinction, or execution of the claufe 
above mentioned, would end in taking 
from us, or preventing the exercife of re- 
Jigion ; which is allowed in all countries, 
and is due tothe character, and to the fa- 
milies of the reprefentatives of princes in 

their own houtes. 

And altho’ our rights be firmly and ful- 

- ly eftablithed by the law of nations, we 
have befides the fatisfaGion of knowin 
them to have been acknowledged by the 
parliament the feventh year of the glorious 
reign of Q. Anne.

To conclude, The Roman Catholick 
minillers may rely upon the King’s pro- 
tection for their perfons, for their tamilies, 
and for the exercile of their religion jn 
their own houles, according to the law of 
nations, and according to the ulage of all 
other countries with regard to mimilers of 
a different religion from that which is elta- 
blithed in the country where they refide, 

The King does not pretend to fubject 
the foreizn minilters to his ordinances 5 
but he hasa right to require the obedi- 
ence of his own fubjects to the laws of 
their country. He has not the power to 
difpenfe with it, and we knew of no fo- 
reign prote¢tion that can doit. 

His Majetty therefore has reafon to ex- 
pect, that, upon this expofition of the rea- 
fons and jullice of his proceeding in this

where our laws and cuftoms are not generally well underftood, nor what 
relates peculiarly te this part of the kingdom, properly attended to. As 
fuch a defign was to be kept conftantly in view through the profecution 
of the work, and as the bulk of the fale was expected to be in Scotland, 
this naturally determined us in the choice of its title. —Since it commen- 


ced, feveral occurrences have happened, in which its ufefulnels, even — 


in this view, has in fome meafure appeared. 


To mention but a few: When a provifion for the widows and orphans 
of Minifters was in agitation, the fentiments of different perfons were, by 
it, more eafily and extenfively made known, than otherwife they would 
probably have been.

Some of thefe, we 
had the pleafure to obferve, were approved of, and make part of the act 
eftablithing this provifion; for inftance, the taxing of marriages, inftead 
of admiffions to a benefice, was firft propofed in our Magazine for Se- 
ptember 1742. How far we did juftice to the different opinions with re- 
gard to this fubje€&t, is beft known to thofe who confidered it moft atten- 
tively, particularly to the Reverend Gentleman who was defervedly honour- 
ed with the thanks of the church, for the extraordinary pains and trouble 
taken by him in the rife and progrefs of the fcheme, : 


With refpeét to religion, the remarkable appearances at Cambu/flang and 
other places, within thefe few years, claimed our notice, as indeed for 
fome time they very much ingrofled the publick converfation. We be- 
lieve it will be acknowledged, that a more diftin¢t account of the faéts, 
with a more clear and impartial view of the difputes relating to that affair, 
is to be found in this colle&tion, than any where elfe ; feveral of which, 
but for jt, might have been foon entirely loft. 


In politicks, {carce any thing could have happened more deeply or 
generally interefting than the late rebellion. On that account, at the be- 
ginning, and during the continuance of it, we often intreated all lovers 
of truth, to lend their affiftance, for enabling us to give a full and exaét 
detail of every memorable circumftance. Gratitude obliges us to thank 
thofe who have been fo kind as comply with this requeft, by whofe friend- 
ly aid we have preferved fome things which otherwife would probably 
have been buried in oblivion. For encouraging perfons of all perfuafions 


$0 us intelligence, we confined ourfelves for the moft part to bare 
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
